Mr.  Chairmianj  Ladies  and  Gentlemenj 

I present  my  Report  upon  matters  affecting  the  Health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  I960. 

The  main  items  in  the  Report  are  summarised  as  follows: - 
Population. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  shows  a slight  decrease 
over  the  preceding  year. 

Births . 

There  was  a record  noimber  of  live  births  in  the  District 
during  the  year.  The  Birth  Rate  compares  favourably  ¥/ith 
County  and  National  Hates. 

The  number  of  Still  Births  and  Illegitimate  Births  continued 
to  be  higher  than  the  National  average^  but  compares  favourably 
with  the  County  Statistics. 

Deaths . 

. The  General  Death  Rate  in  the  District  was  lower  than  both 
the  County  and  National  Rates. 

There  vvas  a considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  Cancer 
deaths  over  the  preceding  year.  The  Cancer  Death  Rate  for  the 
District  is  well  below  the  National  Rate.  There  is  no  indication 
of  any  increase  in  Lung  Cancer,  or  any  other  specific  for'm  of 
Cancer  in  the  District. 

There  was  also  a reduction  in  the  i.umber  of  Violent  and 
Accidental  Deaths.  There  were,  hovrever,  still  11  of  these  deaths, 
6 of  Tvhich  were  caused  by  accidents  in  the  home  and  on  the  roads. 

There  v/as  an  increase  in  Infant  Mortality,  which  seems  to 
fluctuate  v/idely  from  year  to  year.  All  Infant  deaths  occurred 
during  the  first  v/eeic  of  life. 

Infectious  Diseases. 


The  list  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year  was 
small,  and  did  not  contain  anything  of  moment. 

The  number  of  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and 
number  of  Deaths,  remained  same  as  for  1959. 

There  were  no  cases  or  deaths  from  Non-Pulmorary  Tuberculosis. 


2. 


Environmental  Hyp;iene. 


It  is  usual  for  the  Chief  Public  Health  Officer  to  comment 
on  environmental  hygiene  and  sanitation.  Due  to  the  unexpected 
death  of  Itr.E, 0, Edwards,  this  is  not  possible  in  this  Report. 

The  general  standard  of  hygiene  is  high  in  the  District. 
Sampling  results  during  the  year  were  satisfactory.  The  extension 
of  drainage  and  water  schemes  continues,  and  in  respect  of  essential 
services,  your  District  compares  very  favourably  with  any  other 
District  in  the  County.  Full  details  of  schemes,  and  routine  work 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  will  be  found  in 
Section  II  of  the  Report. 


Conclusion. 

Tribute  has  already  "been  paid  to  the  vrork  and  qualities 
of  the  late  Mr. H. 0. Edwards.  He  was  an  outstanding  officer  in  every 
respect.  I am  glad  to  have  had  the  privilege  to  have  worked  with 
him. 


I extend  a welcome  to  Mr, Morgan,  and  look  forward  to  a happy 
and  constructive  relationship  with  him  in  the  Department. 

I must  also  pay  tribute  to  the  Assistant  Inspectors,  upon 
whom  falls  the  bulk  of  the  day-to-day  routine  work  of  the  Department. 
This  is  always  carried  out  efficiently  and  without  ado. 

In  conclusion  I would  thank  all  the  Members  and  Officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation  through- 
out another  year.

Discussion  on  Birth  'Statistics. 

The  General  Birth  Rate  was  increased  over  the  preceding  year 
and  compares  favourably  v/ith  the  National  and  County  Rates. 

There  v/as  a small  increase  in  the  gjimber  of  still  births,  but 
the  Still  Birth  Rate  compares  favourably  with  the  County  Rate. 

Both,  however,  are  higher  than  the  National  Rate, 

There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births. 
These  being  averaged  out  at  between  15  and  20  for  the  past  14  years, 
with  little  sign  of  general  reduction.

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SECTION  11 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


During  the  year,  the  Council  has  continued  its  policy  cf  providing 
mains  water  to  as  much  of  the  rural  district  as  possible,  dffispite  the 
financial  strain  involved,  and  vi?ith  the  probability  of  re-grouping  of 
all  undertakings  in  the  County  of  Pembroke  into  one  all-purpose  Board, 
the  Council  has  redoubled  its  efforts  tc  complete  the  distribution 
system  in  order  to  provide  the  proposed  Board  with  an  established 
modern  undertaking  covering  almost  of  the  area  of  the  proposed 
Board  forming  a nucleus  into  which  the  other  smaller  undertakings  ' 
could  be  embodied. 

At  the  31st  December,  1960,  6,973  premises  were  being  supplied 
with  ma,ins  water,  being  92,13%  of  the  total  number  of  properties  in  the 
rural  district. 

During  the  year,  the  Trecvm  v/ater  extension  was  carried  out  at 
a cost  of  £if>380  and  wcork  was  also  commenced  on  the  North-East  Regional 
Supply  Scheme,  pumping  water  from  the  Prescelly  source  to  a service 
reservoir  at  Croesffordd,  thence  supplying  the  Gvi/aun  Valley,  Morvil  and 
Puncheston  high  level  ardas,  at  an' estimated ' cost  of  £36,439.  By  the 
end  of  the  year,  the  service  reservoir  was  nearing  completion,  and  main 
laying  v/as  \T/ell  advanced.  . , . , 

The  Public  Enquiry  into  the  St,  Davids  (-Solva  Abstraction)  scheme 
took  place  on  the  11th  and  12th  October,  <ana  the  result  is  now  avi/aited 
sc  that  a permanent  solution  to  the  continuing  problem  of  supply  in  the 
St.  Davids  peninsular  can  be  achieved.  Despite  the  relatively  wet 
sumjner  it  was  fouxid  necessary  to  use  the  emergency  supply  from  Pcrth-yr- 
Rhaw  from  J>vd.  July  till  1 6th  September,  and  this  entailed  constant 
watchfulness  because  of  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  this  source. 

During  October  - November,  the  original  simple  drip  feed  chlorinations 
at  .Ninew^ells  and  Hotwells  were  replaced  vi/ith  electrically  driven 
chemical  pumps.

Dale  - Kete  - St.- 'Anne s Head  mains  acquisition  from 
Ministry  of  Works  and  Admiralty,  negotiations  nearing 
conclusion. 

Porthmawr  (St.  Davids)  Extension  - scheme  submitted 
to  y^elsh  Office  - cost  £3,  90C. 

Burton  East  Extension  scheme  submitted  to  Welsh  Office 
Cost  £2,523. 

Talbenny,  Little  Haven  Extension  - tenders  invited,

The  completion  of  these  schemes  ■'.;ill  mean  that  the  Council  v/ill 
have  carried  main  water  supplies  to  as  much  of  its  area  as  is 
reasona.bly  possible,  but  in  addition  there  is  still  a steady  trickle 
of  extensions  from  the  main  to  outlying  farms  being  carried  out  by 
individua.ls  generally  with  the  assistance  of  grants  from  the 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee. 
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During  the  year  the  demand"''for  water  "has  continued  to 
expand  and  478, 835^000  gallons  were  put  into  supply  against 
426,176,000  gallons  on  the  preceding  year. 

In  addition  to  potable  supplies,  the  Esso  Refinery  has 
maintained  a -steady  demand  for  raw  v;ater  since  the  rav/  Vi/ater 
main  came  into  operation  early  in  May,  and  157 >000,000  gallons 
were  delivered  by  the  end  of  the  year,

'duties  in  addition  to  those  of  car-park  attendant.  Extensions  are  in 
hand  to  Nev/gale  North  conveniences.

cara.van  site  operators  vd.ll  maintain  their  sites  in  compliance  with 
the  approved  standards.  Much  will  depend  upon  the  co-operation  of  all 
parties  to  ensure  that  sites  have  satisfactory  facilities  for  visitors 
to  the  National  Park  areas  of  the  rural  district. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

It  was  satisfactory  to  report  that  during  the  year  196O,  the 
Oouncil  continued  its  scheme  for  dealing  with  infestation  of  rats 
and  mice  at  farms  as  v/ell  as  industrial  premises,  private  dwellings 
and  Council  cvi/ned,  Council  tips,  and  sewerage  vi/orks. 

Two  rodent  operators  are  employed  and  as  the  success  of  the 
scheme  continues  to  be  maintained,  it  Vi/ould  appear  tnat  there  is 
a need  for  a third  operator  to  train  in  readiness  to  deal  vdth  the 
increased  v^/ork  or  at  times  of  heavy  infestations  during  particular 
seasons  of  the  year.

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Notice  wxs  received  of  nevr  regulations,  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  Regulations  I960,  governing  the  control 
of  licences,  registration  of  milk  premises  and  purveyors 
and  sampling.  Responsibility  devolves  upon  the  County 
Council  as  from  the  1st. January  1961.  Over  a number  of 
years  the  very  important  function  of  milk  sampling  has 
been  undertaken  by. the  public  health  inspectors  in  the 
rural  district. 

(b)  Biological  Examination. 

23  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  were  examined  to 
ascertain  the  presence  of  Tuberculosis  or  Abortus.  In 
four  cases  the  guinea  pigs  died  of  a.n  intercurrent  disease 
before  completion  of  the  test. 

19  of  the  samples  were  reported  to  be  free  from,  .infection. 
Milk  Bottle  Rinsing  Tests. 

4 Rinsing  tests  v/ere  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health, 
laboratory  on  42  cleansed  bottles  to  ascertain  the 
efficiency  of  cleansing  and  sterilis'^tion.  All  vrere 
reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Investigation  of  Complaints. 

Two  complaints  regarding  milk  samples,  were  investigated, 
and  in  both  cases  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  examination. 

The  first  complaint  referred  to  an  improperly  cleansed 
bottle  containing  milk,  there  being  a greyish  deposit  inside 
the  bottle.  The.  report  in  this  case  indicated  that  the 
deposit  consisted  mostly  of  sand  siliceous  matter  with 
smaller  amounts  .of  calcium,  iron  and  aluminium  compounds. 

In  the  second  case,  the  Public  Analyst  stated  that  the 
deposit  was  partly  iron  in  the  metallic  state  and  partly  in 
the  form  of  Iron  Oxide.  Microscopical  examination  of  the 
siliceous  matter  shovved  that  it  consisted  of  sharp  vitreous 
fragments  resembling  glass. 

'Warnings  were  given  to  the  vendor  concerning  these  cases.
